PARIS, Dec. 9—(UP)—George Weidmann, a German engineer, 
confessed today that he had slain five persons including Miss Jean 
Dekoven, 20-year-old dancer from Brooklyn, N. Y. 
After 13 hours of questioning, Weidmann told police that his 
livelihood had been earned by murder. 
He killed Miss Dekoven, a beautiful young blonde, for 600 francs 
and $500 in American Express travelers checks. 
His other victims had been killed for their money too. 
In ancient Versailles prison, a few miles outside Paris and near 
the gardens and palace of the French kings, detectives questioned 
him and were amazed by his cairny 
methodical revelations. They call­ 
ed him the “new bluebeard.” 
In addition to Miss Dekoven, 
Weidmann’s admitted v i c t i m s 
were Raymond Lesobre, a real es­ 
tate renting agent, Roger Leblong, 
Arthur Frommer, a German, and 
Frommer’s chauffeur, Jean Couf- 
fy. 
Villa Behind Walls 
Detectives went from the prison 
to 
Weidmann’s 
“murder 
villa” 
where he said Miss Dekoven and 
at least one other victim were 
buried. It was situated in an ex­ 
clusive district of country estates 
behind Napoleon’s gift castle to 
Josephine, Malmaison.” 
Standing 
behind high stone walls, it was 
removed from neighbors, an ideal 
location for the sinister crimes 
eukA \ . eidmann said had occur­ 
red behind its walls. 
Detectives found the body of 
Miss Dekoven buried in the villa’s 
half acre garden, and continued 
digging for the bodies of other 
victims. Other detectives were in 
the house searching. 
One of the 
first things they found were some 
of 
Miss 
Dekoven's 
travelers’ 
checks. He had cashed some, but 
after the news of her kidnaping 
was published, he said they had 
become “too hot to tough.”

lighter. 
Some of his victims were shot 
but Miss Dekoven was strangled. 
Police announced that Weidmann 
had an accomplice and that they 
hoped to arrest him soon.

Details of design of the new ship 
have not yet been revealed. 
Its 
gross weight, it was learned how­ 
ever, will be 118.000 pounds — 59 
tons—more than twice the weight

on 
Pan- 
American transpacific lines. 
The new plane probably will be 
put in transatlantic passenger and 
freight service—possibly on a non­ 
stop schedule between the United 
States and some Mediterranean 
port yet to be designated. 
Year for Construction 
. 
Its construction probably 
will 
take about a year, but its comple­ 
tion will mark a great advance in 
the new U. . policy of developing 
huge flying boats for over-ocean 
passenger service on a large scale. 
This policy first was urged 
in 
November by the Federal maritime 
commission in a report on over­ 
ocean airline possibilities. The re­ 
port argued against U. S. efforts 
to construct super-lines to com­ 
pete with such luxury ships as 
Great 
Britain's 
Queen 
Mary, 
France's 
Normandie, 
or 
Italy’s 
Rex, and urged the alternative of 
intense efforts to expand trans­ 
ocean flying boats capable of mul­ 
tiple passenger transport. 
The new Clipper while dwarfing 
the Soviet Clipper, launched here 
recently for delivery to Russia, 
will incorporate many of that fly­ 
ing boat's technological improve­ 
ments. 
The Soviet Clipper, with a gross 
weight of 63,000 pounds and a 
wingspread of 157 feet, was the 
largest airplane ever built in this 
country. 
Powered by four 1,000 
horsepower motors inserted in the 
forward edges of its wings, it has 
a flying range of between 3,500 
and 4,000 miles—more than a 1,000 
miles greater 
than 
the 
longest 
ovcr-ocean route now in existence. 
ray I/O ad Increased 
The Soviet Clipper marked a 
great advance in utilitarian flying 
boat design. Although only 11,000 
pounds heavier than the Chino 
Clipper type plane, its gross pay 
load was 10,000 pounds—285 pet 
cent great than the China Clip 
per type.

MORGENTHAU ERRS ON INCOME 
W A SH IN G T O N — The President stirred 


up a hornet’s nest recently while re­ 
viewing the 1938 budget when he asked 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
why his revenue estimates continued to be 
so out of line with actual receipts. 
“One reason,” replied Morgenthau, ‘ is 
the windfall tax. 
Wallace said we could 
get $100,000,000 from this source, but so 
far we have got only a dribble.” 
W hat Morgenthau referred to was the 
“ unjust enrichment” or “windfall” tax 
passed by Congress in June, 1936, to re­ 
cover the processing taxes turned over to 
manufacturers by the lower courts when 
the Supreme Court threw out the AAA. 
These returned taxes totalled $200,- 
000,000, and so far the Treasury has col­ 
lected only the driblet of $7,500,000 from 
the “windfall” tax. 
Shortly after this conversation, Secre­ 
tary Wallace heard about it and immedi­ 
ately wrote to his friend Morgenthau. The 
letter began “Dear Henry.” 
But the re­ 
remainder was far from cordial. In effect, 
Henry Wallace told Henry Morgenthau: 
“The money is there, all you have to do 
is go after it. 
Why not get busy?” 
The job of collecting this tax belongs 
to M orgenthau’S Internal Revenue Bureau, 
and part of the blame for its failure rests 
at the door of Morrison Shafroth, weathly 
Denver socialite, who quit as the Bureau’s 
Chief Counsel last summer when he ob­ 
jected to the Senate tax-dodging investi­ 
gation. 
Internal Revenue officials say that 
Shafroth, contrary to court decrees, ruled 
that manufacturers could pay wholesalers 
a portion of the recovered processing taxes. 
This order, they assert, vastly complicated 
an already super-complex collection job. 
They also admit very frankly that the 
Bureau lacks competent personnel to deal 
with the problem. 
Internal Revenue experts know all 
about 
income, 
corporation, 
estate 
and 
excise taxes, but are totally unfamiliar 
with the mysteries of the windfall tax. 
Illustrative of brain-wracking complexi­ 
ties in these taxes is the case of bakers 
j who pay different rates on flour used for 
plain doughnuts, jelly doughnuts, French 
doughnuts and cinnamon doughnuts. 
If and when Morgenthau gets around 
I to manning the Bureau with experts able 
to unravel such mazes, the remainder of 
$100,000,000 may begin to flow into tho 
government’s coffers.
